DiSalle Says Bricker Failing 
To 'Keep Up With The Times' 


Eisenhower's Largest 
Goins Said To Be In 
Tell-Tale Cleveland 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 21—(jfi—As of 
mid-October, political writers sur­ 
veyed by the Associated Press 
reached the composite view, for a 
second time, that Ohio is headed 
toward the Republican column in 
the November presidential election. 
They estimated, on the basis of 
. the outlook at the miidle of this 
** month, that Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, GOP nominee, would re­ 
ceive 54 per cent of the Buckeye 
state vote on Nov. 4, against 46 
per cent for Adlai Stevenson, 
Democratic standard bearer. 
This outcome would be a rever­ 
sal of the 1948 presidential result 
in Ohio. President Harry S. Tru­ 
man carried the state four years 
ago by a margin of 7,107 votes 
j^from a total turnout of 2,898,475. 
A survey in September also show­ 
ed Ohio voters 
inclined 
toward 
Eisenhower, although by a smaller 
margin. While the overall swing 
from September to mid-October 
was toward the GOP candicate, 
Stevenson gains were reported in 
some counties. 


THE SURVEY represents the 
^views of 73 newspapers. It covers 
83 of Ohio’s 88 counties. A dozen of 
the newspapers participating con­ 
ducted surveys of their own, either 
by direct straw vote or by wide­ 
spread talks with the public. 
There were differences in opin­ 
ion as to how a county would vote. 
For instance, Montgomery Coun­ 
ty is listed as pro-Stevenson. 
Jt was based on combining the 
reports of two newspapers of op- 
^posite political faith—the Journal- 
Herald, a staunch Republican pa­ 
per; and tlic Dai):' News, owned 
by James Cor 
a DemcrMi** 
leader. 
The 
Journal-Herald’s 
editor, 
Dwight Young, estimated that 
Eisenhower would take 55 per 
cent of the vote. He cited Sen. 
Robert A. Taft’s “vigorous cam­ 
paign for E l s e n h o w e r " i i 
grounds for his figures. 
H 
Bernie Losh of the Daily News, 
meanwhile, 
estimated Stevenson 
would be the choice of 60 per cent 
of the Montgomery County voters. 
Losh commented that Montgomery 
normally is Democratic, and while

COLUMBUS, Oct. 21—(ÆV-Mich- 
ael V. DiSalle, Democratic nomi­ 
nee for the U. S. Senate, Tuesday 
said Sen. John W. Bricker, his Re­ 
publican opponent, doesn’t keep up 
with the times. 
In a speech to the students of 
Kenyon College in Gambler, the 
former price administrator said: 
“Evidently, as judged by his vot­ 
ing record, Sfen. Bricker, either 
through wilful obstinacy, demurs 
from the universally known fact 
that time marches on.“ 
DiSalle made headlines Monday 
night with letters from Bricker to 
Ohio State University alumni. In a 
Chilltcothe speech, DiSalle 
said 
Bricker, an Ohio State trustee, 
used his non-partisan post for po­ 
litical purposes by sending letters 
to all alumni asking them to help 
reelect him to the Senate. 
• 
• 
• 
BRICKER denied any use of the 
office of trustee for political pur­ 
poses. He said he wrote alumni 
urging their support for other of 
fices long before he became sena­ 
tor. He declared: 
“I can write letters to anyone I 
please.” 
While DiSalle criticized Bricker 
and what he called Republican iso­ 
lationism 
and 
GOP depression- 
causing philosophy, the senator was 
in DiSalle’s hometown of Toledo 
speaking of what he called Demo­ 
cratic blundering. 
He termed the Korean was a “re­ 
sult of the misdeeds and criminal 
negligence of the administration in 
dealing with the enemy at the end 
of World War II.” 
Bricker said the present ad­ 
ministration in Washington spent 


$20 billion since World War II in 
an unsuccessful effort to win 
worldwide friendships. 
The Republican and Democratic 
candidates for governor also were 
campaigning Monday night. 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche joined 
DiSalle, whom he called a “fear­ 
less and efficient man,” at the 
Democratic rally in Chillicothe. 
The governor said: 
“I am not entangled through po­ 
litical contributions with anyone 
having business with the state.” 
He said this allowed him to con­ 
duct the business of governor with­ 
out bowing to the pressure of any 
group or bloc. He warned against 
what he termed the schemes of 
various lobbies to get measures 
through the state legislature.

IN OBERLIN, Chârles P. Taft, 
the GOP governor nominee, also 
vowed that “no special interest or 
bloc dictates to me.” 
Taft added: “not even my family 
connections or my political asso­ 
ciates. I shall run my own admin­ 
istration.” 
Taft told a Wellsville audience 
Lausche claimed “credit for every­ 
thing good that has happened in 
Ohio since the Civil War.” 
He told a Young Republican Club 
dinner the trucking industry back­ 
ed him because of his proposed 
trucking program. 
Taft said he was fighting the 
ton-mile tax proposed by the gov­ 
ernor because “it is not a good 
tax.” 
“My plan is to levy a tax based 
on the actual wear on the roads 
caused by the vehicles,” Taft said. 
He did not elaborate.

More than 300,000 of the na­ 
tion's soft coal miners, peeved 
by a government order reducing 
a pay increase, are refusing to 
work. And customer? — remem­ 
bering previous coal mine walk­ 
outs—have been quick to buy up 
most of the domestic coal re­ 
serves. 
Only one of the maindealers in 
the Circleville area had enough 
coal Tuesday to carry on trade in 
normal volume. 
Bellamy coal yard reported a 
stockpile built up months ago was 
keeping supply ahead of demand 
“so far.”

“WE’VE GOT enough for tw o 
weeks right now,” a spokesman 
said, “but of course we don’t know 
what will happen further on—but 
at least we’re not up against it 
rlghtnow.” 
Other dealers had enough for 
only a few days to “plain nothing.” 
Helvering and Rader coal yard 
supplies were nearly exhausted, 
and the little they had on hand was 
already tagged for delivery.

City Charter-Step By Step 


The charter makes it the particu­ 
lar duty of the city manager to 
prepare each year and present to 
council an appropriation budget. 
Under provisions of Section 76, the 
city manager at or before the first 
council meeting in December shall 
present his budget message and a 
comprehensive budget for the en­ 
suing fiscal year. 
The appropriation budget shall 
bv divided into two parts. One 
section shall follow the general 
law of Ohio in the manner re­ 
quired for appropriation ordi­ 
nances. The other section shall 
present data to reveal expendi­ 
tures and sources of revenues for 
the two preceding fiscal years, 
with estimates and analyses of 
revenues and expenditures for the 
current fiscal year and the en­ 
suing fiscal year. 
In addition the budget shall con­ 
tain a summary for the same years 
of services rendered and those pro­ 
posed with an indication of th e 
costs involved. 
Section 76 further states it is the 
intent and purpose of the charter to 
have thus presented an intelligible 
financial and operating plan f o r 
the city during the ensuing year, 
with data accompanying the plan 
so that comparisons may be read­ 
ily made with the performances of 
preceding years. 
a 
a 
• 
THIS SECTION also provides 
that the manager shall present, 
along with the budget, a draft of 
an appropriation ordinance to be 
considered by council. 
The method for presenting and 
considering the annual appropria- 


ter is In sharp contrast to that now 
followed under our present form of 
government. At the present there 
is no comprehensive* budget plan 
presented to council, and no city 
official is responsible for furnishing 
data to show results of the opera- i 
tions for preceding years. 
The method presently employed 
is for a committee of council to 
make a financial report and then 1 
c o u n c i l 
appropriates 
money 
through a series of appropriation 
ordinances. 
In other words, council does 
not have the benefit of a compre­ 
hensive study of the city’s opera­ 
tions nor of proposals for the en­ 
suing year. As a result, council 
now appropriates funds to t h e 
various departments in a piece­ 
meal fashion. 
To further remedy this situation, 
the charter provides that the term 
of office for each councilman shall 
begin in December and so affords * 
them the opportunity to study the 
budget prior to the beginning of the 
fiscal year. 
It is set forth in Sections 77 and 
78 that a committee of council, af­ 
ter the budget has been presented, 
shall hold not fewer than two public 
hearings during its consideration of 
the plan. 
Citizens of the city are thereby 
encouraged to inform themselves 
relative to the finances and expen- 
i ditures of the city and present 
their views thereon. 
Thereafter, council shall pass the 
appropriation ordinance within the 
limitation so that the total appro­ 
priation from any fund shall not 
exceed official eatimates as to total 
resources of such fund for and dur*

DiSalle Says Bricker Failing 
To 'Keep Up With The Times' 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 21—(JR—Mich­ 
ael V. DiSalle, Dem ocratic nomi­ 
nee for the U. S. Senate, Tuesday 
said Sen. John W. B ricker, his Re­ 
publican opponent, doesn’t keep up 
with the tim es. 
In a speech to the students of 
Kenyon College in G am bier, the 
form er price adm inistrator said: 
“ Evidently, as judged by his vot­ 
ing record. Sen. 
B ricker, 
either 
through wilful obstinacy, dem urs 
from the universally known fact 
that tim e m arches on.” 
DiSalle m ade headlines Monday 
night with letters from Bricker to 
Ohio State University alumni. In a 
Chillicothe 
speech, 
DiSalle 
said 
Bricker, 
an Ohio State trustee, 
used his non-partisan post for po­ 
litical purposes by sending lette rs 
to all alum ni asking them to help 
reelect him to the Senate.

BRICKER denied any use of the 
office of trustee for political pur­ 
poses. He said he 
wrote 
alumni 
urging their support for other of­ 
fices long before he becam e sena­ 
tor. He declared: 
“ I can write letters to anyone I 
please.” 
While DiSalle criticized Bricker 
and what he called Republican iso­ 
lationism 
and 
COP 
depression- 
causing philosophy, the senator was 
in PiSalle'a hometown of 
Toledo 
speaking of what he called Demo­ 
cratic blundering. 
He term ed the Korean was a " re ­ 
sult of the m isdeeds and crim inal 
negligence of the adm inistration in 
dealing with the enem y at the end 
of World War II.” 
B ricker said the 
present 
ad­ 
m inistration in Washington spent 


$20 billion since World War II in 
an 
unsuccessful effort to win 
worldwide friendships. 
The Republican and Dem ocratic 
candidates for governor also were 
cam paigning Monday night. 
Gov. Frank J . Lausche 
joined 
DiSalle, whom he called a “ fear-| 
less and efficient 
m an,” 
at 
the 
Dem ocratic rally in Chillicothe. 
The governor said: 
“ I am not entangled through po­ 
litical 
contributions with anyone 
having business with the state.” 
He said this allowed him to con­ 
duct the business of governor with­ 
out bowing to the pressure of any 
group or bloc. He warned against 
what he term ed the schem es of 
various lobbies to 
get 
m easures 
through the state legislature.

IN OBERLIN, Charles P. Taft, 
the GOP governor nominee, 
also 
vowed th at “ no special interest or 
bloc dictates to m e.” 
Taft added: “ not even my family 
connections or my political asso­ 
ciates. I shall run my own admin-!

Taft told a Wellsville 
audience 
Lausche claim ed “ credit for every*! 
thing good that has happened in 
Ohio since the Civil W ar." 
He told a Young Republican Club 
dinner the trucking industry back­ 
ed him because of 
his

Taft said he was 
fighting 
the 
ton-mile tax proposed by the gov­ 
ernor because “ it is not 
a good 
tax .” 
“ My plan is to levy a tax based 
on the actual w ear on the roads 
caused by the vehicles,” Taft said.

City Charter-Step By Step 


The charter m akes it the particu­ 
la r duty of the city m anager to 
prepare each year and present to 
council an appropriation budget. 
Under provisions of Section 76, the 
city m anager at or before the first 
council m eeting in December shall 
present his budget message and a 
com prehensive budget for the en­ 
suing fiscal year. 
The appropriation budget shall 
bt divided into two parts. One 
section shall follow the general 
law of Ohio in the m anner re ­ 
quired 
for 
appropriation ordi­ 
nances. The other section shall 
present data to reveal expendi­ 
tures and sources of revenues for 
the two preceding fiscal years, 
with estim ates and analyses of 
revenues and expenditures for the 
current fiscal year and the en­ 
suing fiscal year. 
In addition the budget shall con­ 
tain a sum m ary for the sam e years 
of se n io rs rendered and those pro­ 
posed with an indication of t h e 
costs involved. 
Section 76 further states it Is the 
intent and purpose of the charter to 
have thus presented an intelligible 
financial and operating plan f o r 
the city during the ensuing year, 
with data accom panying the plan 
so that com parisons may be read­ 
ily m ade with the perform ances of 
preceding years. 
*

• 
THIS 
SECTION 
also provides 
that the m anager shall present, 
along with the budget, a draft of 
an appropriation ordinance to be 
considered by council. 
The method for presenting and 
considering the annual appropria­ 
tion budget as set forth in the char­ 


te r is In sharp contrast to that now 
followed under our present form of 
governm ent. At the present there 
is no com prehensive budget plan 
presented to council, and no city 
official is responsible for furnishing 
data to show results of the opera­ 
tions for preceding years. 
The method presently employed 
la for a com m ittee of council to 
m ake a financial report and then 
c o u n c i l 
appropriates 
money 
through a series of appropriation 
ordinances. 
In other words, council does 
not have the benefit of a com pre­ 
hensive study of the city 's o p e r a ­ 
tions nor of proposals for the en­ 
suing year. As a result, council 
I now appropriates funds to t h e 
various departm ents rn a piece­ 
m eal fashion. 
To further rem edy this situation, 
the charter provides that the term 
of office for each councilm an shall 
begin in Decem ber an i so affords 
them the opportunity to study the 
budget prior to the beginning of the 
fiscal year 
It is set forth in Sections 77 and 
78 that a com m ittee of council, af­ 
ter the budget has been presented, 
shall hold not fewer than two public 
hearings during its consideration of 
the plan. 
Citizens of the city are thereby 
encouraged to inform them selves 
relative to the finances arid expen­ 
ditures of the 
city and 
present 
their views thereon. 
T hereafter, council shall pass the 
appropriation ordinance within the 
lim itation so that the total appro­ 
priation from any fund shall 
not 
exceed official estim ates as to total 
resources of such fu n afo r and dur- 
ing the fiscal year.

Methods To Protect Motorists 


You may be saved from death or 
serious injury in your car because 
of some remarkable fact-detective 
work being dore by the 
Indiana 
ita 4e police and Cornell 
Medical 
college. 
Using up-to-date scientific me­ 
thods. including photography, mi 
croscoptc examinations ani con­ 
tinual study and comparison of 
into crash facts* they’re finding 
oat for the first time exactly 
what causes serious or fatal in 
Juries Inside passenger automo­ 
biles. or what, if anything, went 
wrong with the rest of the car. 
Sgt. Elmer C. Paul, in charge of 
the Indiana state police end of the 
work, goes out himself with other 
officers to examine 
smashed-up 
Cars on the scene. 
Minute details are collected, and 
Compared according to best mod­ 
ern statistical methods. Doctors fill 
out special report forms, some-| 
times help with 
facts 
Cornell 
checks the Indiana findings and fits 
them in with other scientific studies 
of crash injuries. 
They have a lot of valuable 
knowledge already 
collected 
in 
•tudies of airplane crashes. 
* * * 
IN A TYPICAL auto crash case, 
• man was killed when, in a minor 
Sideswipe accident, the right front 
door of a car his wife was driving 
flew open. His head struck a utility 
pole What occurred, precisely, to 
kill him? 
That’s what the Indiana state po­ 
lice and Cornell are finding out in 
mass studies of fatal automobile 
accidents. In that particular case, 
something may have been wrong 
with the door latch; there may 
bave been other body structure 
Weaknesses. 
Sergeant Paul, aftei long experi­ 
ence with these cases, isn’t so 
much surprised by deaths and in­ 
juries in high-speed accidents. He’s 
worried more about what can hap­ 
pen to drivers going at only mod 
erate rates of speed; and he be­ 
lieves future changes and improve­ 
ments in automobile design or con­ 
struction can help cut the death 
toll. 
Urging Paul on is the fact that, 
according to the National Safety 
council, motor vehicle accidents 
are killing nearly 40,000 and injur­ 
ing over a million Americans 
a 
yeai now—a toll comparable with 
that of Korea. 
“We can’t do 
much 
about 
drunken drivers, or people who 
drive too fast,” Sergeant Paul 
says. “However, there,have been 
too many fatalities and injuries 
at moderate rates of speed.” 
In 1949, Paul persuaded Indiana 
state police officials to set up a 
special department for more care­ 
ful investigation and reporting of 
auto crash injuries. Things went 
slowly for a while; lately, the de­ 
partm ent has made solid headway 
through its new tie-in with Cornell. 
Cornell’s crash injury research 


division, connected with the Medi­ 
co college in New York, has been 
studying aircraft accidents for the 
past 10 years and, more lately, 
automobile crashes.

NO PEACE PRIZE 
THE NOBEL PEACE PRIZE will not be 
awarded this year, it has been announced 
at Oslo. This should not be surprising. 
There is no peace. 
The Far East is smoldering in the em­ 
bers of three wars as Communist trans­ 
gressors strive for conquest. Whether call­ 
ed police actions, skirmishes, or local un­ 
rest, they are wars. 
In Korea, in Indo-China, in Malaya, sol­ 
diers are dyin^—American dead in Korea 
now total more than 21,000—civilians are 
being maimed and property is going up in 
smoke. All that can be said of these wars is 
that they have not yet touched off a major 
conflagration that might doom the world. 
Why these wars should rage can only be 
answered by the cold, calculating men of 
the Kremlin, but they are not noted for di­ 
vulging confidences. How to stop t h e s e 
wars is a matter that has occupied the best 
brains of the Western world. The situation 
today is a bloody standoff. The whvs and 
wherefores go unanswered. 
But to those members of the Norwegian 
parliament composing the Nobel 
Prize 
committee the task has been relatively 
simple. No prize this year. There is no 
peace. 


THE “ HOT ROD” CAR 
RECKLESS YOUTH LOVES TO joy ride. 
It’s smart to have a “ hot rod“ car, to brag 
of speeding at 80 or 100 miles and, per­ 
haps, of outdistancing a pursuing police 
car. The thrill outweighs the risk and many 
lives have been the forfeit. 
At the New York State Automobile As­ 
sociation's recent convention it was re- 
valed that the “ hot rod” has become as 
serious a menace in he East as it has been 
for some time in the West, and a ban on it 
was advocated. 
Drastic action is necessary if this fad is 
to be curbed because mechanically inclin­ 
ed youngsters can “ soup up” the motor of 
a jalopy without outside assistance, except 
for a bit of cylinder head milling work. 
In proposing to rule the “ hot rod” off the 
highways, a traffic court judge in Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y., rebuked parents who set the 
young a bad example by themselves flaunt­ 
ing traffic regulations. He advocates pun­ 
ishing parents of a “ hot rod” driver who 
tangles with the law, as well as the of­ 
fender. 


It must be shocking to General Eisen­ 
hower to discover that politics knows no 
decency and 
that politicians have no 
friends. Since 1941, he has been an active 
associate of two Democratic Presidents 
who thought well enough of him to elevate 
him to high office and to set him before the 
world as a hero. Now they cannot vilify 
him sufficiently. 
In 1948, these same Democrats wanted 
Eisenhower to run for President on t h e 
Democratic ticket. He was good enough 
for them then. It was even proposed that 
he hdve as his running mate Supreme 
Court J iihtice William O. Douglas. 
The Socialistic A.D.A. executive com­ 
mittee, in that year, adopted a resolution 
for the Eisenhower-Douglas ticket at a 
meeting in Pittsburgh. The report is that 
Professor Arthur M. Schlesinger, J r., cur­ 
rently Stevenson’s monolithic brain trust, 
helped to prepare the document. 
What has Eisenhower done since 1948 to 
earn the enmity of such men as A. A. 
Berle, J r., Franklin D. Roosevelt, J r., and 
Arthur Schlesinger? Apparently, his major 
crime was to accept the Republican rather 
than the Democratic nomination. Did this 
one fact change Eisenhower for better or 
for worse? Was his character of one nature 
in 1948 and of another in 1952? If Eisen­ 
hower had accepted the Democratic nom­ 
ination in 1948 or in 1952, would these same 
men not be singing paeans to his virtue? 
For instance, the master mind of the Ste­ 
venson nomination, J ake Arvey, said in 
1948: 
“ Come convention time, I will vote for 
the man who comes closest to personifying 
the principles of our party and who can 
put them into effect. And by that I mean a 
man who can be elected. . .1 hope General 
Eisenhower is available. He is the kind of 
a liberal with whom we could win, both 
nationally and locally.” 
Is Eisenhower less liberal in 1952 than he 
was in 1948? Arvey tried hard to get Eisen­ 
hower to run as a Democrat, which is his 
right. No man could have been more ex­ 
cessive in his praise. He said: 
“ Our advocacy of General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower for President of the U n i t e d 
States developed from unmistakable indi­ 
cations that the people of this country want­ 
ed him to serve as President at this time. 
The people, regardless of political persua­ 
sion, obviously deem General Eisenhower 
to be peculiarly fitted to unite the nation 
and the world to the end that a lasting 
peace might be achieved. . .” 
But let us come closer. The United 
Press reported that Senator Paul Douglas 
stated on March 17, 1951 he wanted Eisen­ 
hower for President. He advocated as late 
as J anuary 9, 1952 that both parties should 
nominate Eisenhower. What happened be­ 
tween J anuary and J uly 1952 for Senator 
Douglas to have changed his mind about 
Eisenhower the man? Nothing could have 
happened, except that Eisenhower chose to 
run as a Republican and not as a Demo­ 
crat. There was no change in his charac­ 
ter, his appearance, his service to the na-

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NO P E A C E P R IZ E 
THE NOBEL PEACE PRIZE will not be 
awarded this year, it has been announced 
at Oslo. This should not be surprising. 
There is no peace. 
The Far East is smoldering in the em­ 
bers of three wars as Communist trans­ 
gressors strive for conquest. Whether call­ 
ed police actions, skirmishes, or local un­ 
rest, they are wars. 
In Korea, in Indo-China, in Malaya, sol­ 
diers are dying—American dead in Korea 
now total more than 21,000—civilians are 
being maimed and property is going up in 
smoke. All that can be said of these wars is 
that they have not yet touched off a major 
conflagration that might doom the world. 
Why these wars should rage can only be 
answered by the cold, calculating men of 
the Kremlin, but they are not noted for di­ 
vulging confidences. How to stop t h e s e 
wars is a m atter that has occupied the best 
brains of the Western world. The situation 
today is a bloody standoff. The whys and 
wherefores go unanswered. 
But to those members of the Norwegian 
parliament composing the Nobel 
Prize 
committee the task has been relatively 
simple. No prize this year. There is no 
peace. 


T H E “ HOT ROD** CAR 
RECKLESS YOUTH LOVES TO joy ride. 
It's sm art to have a “hot rod’* car, to brag 
of speeding at 80 or IOO miles and, per­ 
haps, of outdistancing a pursuing police 
car. The thrill outweighs the risk and many 
lives have been the forfeit. 
At the New York State Automobile As­ 
sociation’s recent convention it was re- 
valed that the “hot rod” has become as 
serious a menace in he East as it has been 
for some time in the West, and a ban on it 
was advocated. 
Drastic action is necessary if this fad is 
to be curbed because mechanically inclin­ 
ed youngsters can “soup up’* the motor of 
a jalopy without outside assistance, except 
for a bit of cylinder head milling work. 
In proposing to rule the “hot rod” off the j 
highways, a traffic court judge in Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y.. rebuked parents who set the 
young a bad example by themselves flaunt­ 
ing traffic regulations. He advocates pun­ 
ishing parents of a “hot rod” driver who 
tangles with the law, as well as the of­ 
fender. 


It must be shocking to General 
Eisen­ 
hower to discover that politics knows no 
decency and 
that politicians have no 
friends. Since 1941, he has been an active 
associate of two Democratic Presidents 
! who thought well enough of him to elevate 
him to high office and to set him before the 
world as a hero. Now they cannot vilify 
him sufficiently.

Did this 
one fact change Eisenhower for better or 
for worse? Was his character of one nature 
in 1948 and of another in 1952?

And by that I mean a 
man who can be elected. . .I hope General 
Eisenhower is available. He is the kind of 
a liberal with whom we could win, both 
nationally and locally.” 
L» Eisenhower less liberal in 1952 than he 
was in 1948? Arvey tried hard to get Eisen­ 
hower to run as a Democrat, which is his 
right. No man could have been more ex­ 
cessive in his praise. He said: 
“ Our advocacy of General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower for President of the U n i t e d 
States developed from unmistakable indi­ 
cations that the people of this country want­ 
ed him to serve as President at this time. 
The people, regardless of political persua­ 
sion, obviously deem General Eisenhower 
to be peculiarly fitted to unite the nation 
and the world to the end that a lasting 
peace might be achieved. . .” 

The United 
Press reported that Senator Paul Douglas 
stated on March 17, 1951 he wanted Eisen­ 
hower for President, He advocated as late 
as January 9, 1952 that both parties should 
nominate Eisenhower. What happened be­ 
tween January and July 1952 for Senator 
Douglas to have changed his mind about 
Eisenhower the man? Nothing could have 
happened, except that Eisenhower chose to 
run as a Republican and not as a Demo­ 
crat.

DIET A N D H EA LTH 


Lead Poisoning in Children 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDREN, M.D. 


BABIES do not get lead pol- 
aoning from eating a few flakes 
or chips of paint. The danger 
comes from a habit of nibbling 
paint day after day. Lead from 
the pigments can collect in the 
body until there is a poisonous 
dose 
Newer types of paint th a t do 
not contain lead pigments are 
safer for children. Lead poison­ 
ing is also on the decrease, thanks 
to regulations limiting the am ount 
of lead in paints. 


How They Get It 


Children usually get lead poi­ 
soning by chewing the paint from 
cribs, toys, and furniture. Some­ 
times, children chew paint oft 
window sills or eat paint from 
plaster. Usually, lead poisoning 
occurs in children of the teething 
age living in older housing which 
may have several layers of lead 
paint. 
It is normal for children to put 
everything In their mouths dur­ 
ing the first year of life. If this 
habit continues after the child is 
a year old, It is generally due to 
an abnormal appetite. This is a 
medical condition known as pica. 


Symptoms Late 
A child has no disturbance for 
weeks or months after taking 
small amounts of lead. Later, he 
grows Irritable and fretful and 
loses his appetite. Then he usually 
becomes constipated, complains 
of cramps In the stomach and 
begins to vomit. He Is also pale 
from a serious anemia. 
If a child has digested a large 
am ount of lead, he may develop a 
type of sleeping sickness due to 
an Irritation of the brain. Some­ 
times. a blackish-gray line can be 
seen around the gums of children 
with this type of poisoning. 


I 
A diagnosis of lead poisoning is 
made by taking a smear of the 
blood and examining It under a 
microscope. Certain changes in 
the blood cells Indicate the pol- 
sohing Is present. 
There Is no easy or definite 
treatm ent for lead poisoning once 
I It Is started, although some good 
results have been obtained with 
certain of the newer drugs. 
Parents are, therefore, warned 
to watch th a t their children do 
not get the dangerous habit of 
biting painted objects. In pur­ 
chasing baby toys, always make 
sure that they are painted with 
harmless, lead-free paints. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C H L . : Is it possible, although 
having had contact with the ivy 
plant, for one not to have any 
reactions from the poison Ivy? 
What is the treatm ent for poison 
Ivy? 
Answer: Ivy poisoning causes 
Inflammation of the skin. Some 
persons can come in contact with 
the Ivy plant with perfect safety, 
while others are very likely to re­ 
act even when the poison from 
it is carried to them indirectly. 
When Ivy poisoning is sus­ 
pected, the area of the skin ex­ 
posed should be washed with 
warm water and soap, followed 
by alcohol to remove any of the 
Irritating oil substance, 
j 
A one per cent solution of 
aluminum acetate may be ap­ 
plied with gauze. After the skin 
becomes dry or scaly, calamine 
lotion may be put on. following 
the prelim inary washing during 
the daytime, and carbolized zinc 
oil at n ig h t Care should be taken 
not to get soap and water on the 
parts affected until they are com­ 
pletely healed. 
The condition will be best 
treated under the direction of 
your physician.

“ The Romance of A m e r i c a n 
Landways and Waterways,” was 
the subject for discussion at t h e

She said that a tow path was a 
part of the canal, well-built on the 
opposite side of the canal from the 
stream, followed by the man-made 
water way. Horses or mules trav­ 
eled the path to draw the canal 
boats. The canal inspector walked 
the path daily on his tour of in­ 
spection of the condition of the 
¿canal. 
She continued that the building 
of the Erie Canal was in response 
to a long need for a waterway 
from the Hudson River, westward 
to the Great Lakes. 
In 1817, DeWitt Clinton, governor 
of New York, appointed commis­ 
sioners for the building of the Erie 
Canal. The canal was completed in 
1825 at a cost of 7 million, six hun­ 
dred and two thousand dollars The 
^greatest canal of all times, it gave 
an early start to the growth and 
prosperity of New York City and 
opened the way to the vast interior 
of our country for settlement and 
development. 
She ended by saying that t h e 
Erie Canal has been enlarged and 
rebuilt under the name of The New

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21-UPv-The 
American Communist Party will be 
in the news awhile in connectipn 
with the government's effort to 
prove it's a Russian stooge. 
The government is proceeding 
against the Communists in two 
ways under two different laws: 
(1) against the leaders and (2) 
against the party as a party. 
The leaders— 
In 1948, under the Smith 
Act 
passed in 
1940. 
the 
government 
prosecuted and convicted some of 
the 
top 
Communist 
leaders 
on 
charges of 
conspiring 
to teach 
overthrow of this government. 
The Supreme Court upheld their 
conviction. Given this encourage­ 
ment, the government took out af­ 
ter, and is continuing to do so. oth­ 
er Communist leaders from coast 
to coast. More than 80 have been 
indicted and more than a score 
convicted.

IN 1950 CONGRESS decided to 
spotlight the party itself and give 
the government 
various 
controls 
over it. It passed the Internal Se­ 
curity Act. 
Congress said there is a Com­ 
munist conspiracy to take over the 
world, directed by a “foreign pow­ 
er,’ meaning Russia, which sets 
up 
action” and 'front” organiza­ 
tions in other countries to carry 
out its plans. 
Then, the law said, all Commu­ 
nist “ action” and “front” groups 
must register with the government, 
with the “ action” organization re­ 
vealing the names of its members 
and where it gets its money. 
If the American Comm unis st 
Party registered, it would be ad­ 
mitting it was a Russian agent, 
under the language of the act. 
No one expected it to register. It 
didn’t. Anticipating this, the law 
provided for what follows: 
The attorney general declared 
the Communist Party an “ action” 
group. A panel of the Subversive 
Activities Control Board held hear­ 
ings to decide whether the Com­ 
munist party is an “ action” organ­ 
ization and, therefore, must regis­ 
ter.

words of testimony, that the Amer­ 
ican Communist Party is a Rus­ 
sian tool or “ action” group.

THE FULL BOARD is expected 
shortly to agree with the findings 
of its panel. 
Will the Communist Party have 
to register then? No. It certainly 
will appeal to the U. S. Court of 
Appeals, asking that the security 
act itself be declared unconstitu­ 
tional. 
No m atter what the appellate 
court decides, the case will go to 
the Supreme Court for final decis­ 
ion That may not come for another 
tw j years.
